On Wednesday, April 30, the Old Rochester 
Regional High School Jazz Combo received a gold medal 
at the lAJE State Finals at Worcester Polytechnic Institute. 
On March 29, the Old Rochester Regional High School 
Jazz Band also received a gold medal at the Massachusetts 
lAJE State Finals held at UMass Lowell. Both bands 
earned these same distinctions last year but for the first 
time ever both will be performing on stage together at 
Boston's prestigious Hatch Shell. This spectacular show- 
case will feature gold award- winning jazz ensembles from 
across the state.

The story of Old Rochester's great jazz bands is 
an account of a definitive "band on the run." Beginning 
with the Berklee Jazz Festival, held in January, both the 
ORR High School Jazz Big Band and Jazz Combo, directed 
by Stan Ellis, competed with 300 bands from as far away 
as California. Both bands put on their best performances. 
The day's highlight occurred when the Jazz Combo 
(Trevor Kellum, alto saxophone; Derek Eilertsen, drums; 
John Disalvo, bass; and Justin DeWalt, percussion) took an 
astonishing second place. Trevor Kellum also auditioned 
and received a full scholarship for the second straight

Unfortunately, for this deserving band the 
Washington, DC trip was not to be. Director Stan Ellis 
explained: "The trip was cancelled due to the war but not 
in a way you would think. The actual number of groups 
due to participate has been steadily declining because of 
safety fears and the military bands that were to play and 
provide clinics had been shipped out. For these reasons, 
we decided the trip would not be worthwhile."

people have said they didn't get to attend the first Open 
House (at the station)/' Chief Magee said. "We'll be 
having demonstrations of some of the equipment, the 
ATVs, and give people a chance in town to meet the 
officers." 

In related matters. Chief Magee informed the 
board that the holding cells in the police station have been 
given final approval from the Department of Public 
Health after making some adjustments as recommended. 
He also asked the board about upgrading the 
department's software vendor contract. 

"One of our biggest problems is the software 
inadequacy," Chief Magee said. "It doesn't really meet 
our needs. I've looked into INC, which is a company on 
the state bidding list and currently serves 107 depart- 
ments in Massachusetts, including Mattapoisett and 
Marion. They're light years ahead of what we're using. I 
can spread the cost (of the software contract) out over five 
years, so there won't be any additional cost (to switch 
over)." 

The board agreed this was a beneficial move and 
unanimously voted to authorize Mr. Huntoon as the 
town's Procurement Officer to approve said software 
contract with INC for the Police Department.

FAT CATS 

My veterinarian told me that my cat is fat. I thought that 
cats would regulate their caloric intake to remain at their 
ideal iveight. 

In an ideal world you would be right, but trust your 
cats doctor. Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

Hoiv can I get her to lose iveight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

More Mutants

X2: X-Men United. Starring Patrick Stewart and Hugh 
Jackman. Directed by Bryan Singer. Running time; 134 min- 
utes. MPAA rating; PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

The conflict gets rather brutal and bloody (well, PG-13 bloody) 
in X2, the first racehorse out of the summer-movie box. As before 
(in 2000's X-Men), mutants are pitted against their genetically infe- 
rior human counterparts and against each other; the stakes couldn't 
be higher, on the screen and behind the camera. But director Bryan 
Singer, whose first X-Men was a sly and modestly scaled piece of 
work, makes sure the animating theme of this series — the free- 
dom to be different in the face of intolerant authority — doesn't 
get lost in the din of battle. It is possibly not a message that our 
government wants millions of American moviegoers to hear just 
now, but hear it they will. 

The mustache-twirler in this piece is not Magneto (Ian 
McKellen), who spends half the movie in a plastic cell and the other 
half in grudging, necessary collaboration with the heroes who put 
him there. No, this time it's General William Stryker (Brian Cox, 
doing his specialty of self -amused malevolence), who has the ear 
of the President and wants to see all mutants eliminated. Unlike 
the first film's human bigot Senator Kelly, who could only whine 
from the senate floor to get his Mutant Registration Act pushed 
through, Stryker wields shadowy commandos who barge into the 
mutant-training school of the noble Professor Xavier (Patrick 
Stewart). 

X2 punches up the action. The claw-fisted Wolverine (Hugh 
Jackman) gets his blades dirty more than once, most notably with 
one of Stryker' s pet mutants. Lady Deathstrike (Kelly Hu), who 
has similar appendages and quick-healing abilities. A new charac- 
ter, the loose cannon Pyro (Aaron Stanford), makes short and fiery 
work of some misguided police. The major addition to Xavier's 
flock is Nightcrawler (Alan Gumming), who can teleport himself 
anywhere and, for reasons we eventually discover, stages a sneak 




attack on the White House. It's as if violent bigotry brought out 
concussive retaliatory rage in the oppressed; Singer, an openly gay 
director, has approached the series as empowering wish-fulfillment, 
and possibly a pre-emptive strike against the ignorant (take that. 
Rick Santorum). 

The events — involving, among other things, the kidnapping 
of Xavier, the discovery of potentially fearsome powers in Jean Giey 
(Famke Janssen), and a nice coming-out moment between teen 
mutant Iceman (Shawn Ashmore) and his family — rocket along, 
but Singer knows what to do with convoluted narrative, as he 
proved in The Usual Suspects. The movie feels loaded but not over- 
loaded. Unavoidably, some characters — the untouchable Rogue 
(Anna Paquin), the weather goddess Storm (Halle Berry) — take a 
slight back seat this time out; some of the nuances, like Magneto's 
doting relationship with his blue-skinned changeling Mystique 
(Rebecca Romijn-Stamos) or the irony of the devoutly religious 
Nightcrawler's looking like a devil, are just sketched in, and the 
movie teases us with more oblique references to Wolverine's ori- 
gins. Like The Two Towers, much of X2 seems like a way station to a 
third movie. 

Still, the typically brain-dead summer-movie season has at 
least launched with a deafening example of craft, pride, and unity. 
The final image promises redemption and rejuvenation, and that's 
a refreshing drink right about now. Until further notice, the X-Men 
movies continue to be the most exciting and relevant mega-fran- 
chise since the Alien series closed its doors. Sometimes it takes fan-

Certain pop songs just lend themselves to visual in- 
terpretations — whether it be The Beatles' "Yellow Sub- 
marine" or Elvis' "Jailhouse Rock." But lately the trend 
has been to build big theatrical stage productions around 
a signature song or even an artist's entire catalog. Some 
have achieved great success and staying power {Mamma 
Mia!, based on the songs of Abba) while others seem to 
lack the exuberance of the artist's original work (the fledg- 
ling Movin' Out, based on the songs of Billy Joel). 

Nevertheless, the trend has continued and Barry 
Manilow's Copacabana is just the latest example of pop- 
musical-theater out of the gate. Although it was first 
mounted in London in 1994, a new and improved version 
of the musical is currently touring the nation and made a 
brief, two-show stop at the Zeiterion Theater in New 
Bedford on Saturday, May 3. Based on Manilow's infec- 
tious 1978 composition of the same name, the rather 
straightforward storyline in the five-minute tune has been 
broken out and expanded to accommodate a 90-minute 
production, replete with various song and dance styles and 
flashy, colorful costumes that would make an MGM mu- 
sical proud. 

There's nothing earth-shattering or thought-provok- 
ing about the predictable rags-to-riches plot which then 
ventures into "fateful love triangle" territory, but this is a 
show that's more about style than substance. Presented 
by Music Theater International of New York and co-spon- 
sored by the Zeiterion Theater and Acushnet Company, 
Barry Manilow's Copacabana posits a struggling song writer 
named Stephen (no doubt Manilow's alter-ego) trying to 
pen a "big hit." As he strikes upon the catchy opening lines: 
"Her name was Lola, she was a show girl," we are trans- 
ported back to 1947 and see the entire story play out as a 
wild, colorful figment of the songwriter's imagination. 

When an innocent "hayseed" named Lola enters the 
Copacabana bar — and Tony's life — looking to become a 
star, it's a clear matter of love at first sight. But without 
conflict there is no drama, and that's where a Mafia man 
named Rico comes in. He plots to kidnap the up-and-com- 
ing Lola for his own big- wig nightclub in Havana, and the 
second act is largely devoted to a search-and-rescue mis- 
sion in which the heroic Tony is accompanied to Cuba by 
his well-meaning but fumbling boss, Sam Silver (who gets 
roped into becoming a reluctant sidekick). 

Those familiar with Manilow's song — and who isn't? 
— can probably guess the outcome long before it arrives 
(although there is a clumsy attempt at turning the ambigu- 
ous ending of the song into a more traditional "happy end- 
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ing" that doesn't quite 
work). But, again, this 
show is all about style 
and music. 

And this show 
boasts an ample amount 
of both, skillfully deliv- 
ered via the talents of a 
fine cast. The standouts here are clearly the women. Both 
Nina Petrucci (as Lola) and Jennifer M. Smith (as her friend 
and fellow show girl Gladys) have strong, confident voices 
and superb dance moves. Petrucci offers the show-stop- 
ping "Man Wanted" number early in Act I while Smith 
shines on "When You're A Copa Girl." Lisa Morabito (as 
starlet Conchita Alverez) also invests a great deal in her 
role as she belts out the dazzling Act II opener "Welcome 
to Havana/ Ay Caraimba!" 

While a clearly gifted toe-tapper and performer, lead 
actor Zach Hanna (as Tony) is upstaged by his female coun- 
terparts when it comes to vocal dexterity. He does do jus- 
tice to the pivotal "Sweet Heaven (I'm In Love Again)" 
but seems to be straining his range on many of the num- 
bers. Thankfully, Randall Frizado (as Sam Silver) comes 
along in Act II to divert attention from the star's short- 
comings with a good dose of much-needed comic relief. 

By the time the ensemble comes out to perform 
Manilow's "Copacabana" in toto, it seems like a tacked- 
on afterthought or just a closing number to play over the 
end credits. But the song still retains a powerful grip on 
people even 25 years after it was first released. There were 
more than a few singing along — some even dancing — to 
the tune at the Z last week. And for a fun and entertaining 
night out, that's all you can really hope for.

sity of Metaphysics in California. She has taught ceramics 
in several schools around Boston including Middlesex, 
Noble and Greenough, Walnut Hill and Dedham Country 
Day where she was head of the art department. Her work 
is in the permanent collection of the Museum of Fine Arts 
in Boston. 

After a 25-year career in the Ceramic Arts, "I 
developed an allergy to clay and glazes which made it 
impossible for me to continue in the field of ceramics . . .
